Under this law unauthorized persons 
who directly or indirectly treat with for- 
eign agents regarding controversies of 
the United States may be imprisoned for 
three years and fined $5000. 

American diplomatic agents abroad 
have kept close watch on the Socialist

How Our Atlantic Fleet, Ready 
for Battle, Is Improving Every 
Hour to Increase Efficiency 


Waiting Period Employed Not Only to Train 
| Men for Fighting Ships, but Also for Mer- 
chant Ships and Their Guns. 


WITH THE UNITED STATES AT- 

LANTIC FLEET, May %.—The big 
Ships of the most_powerful fleet ever 
under the American flag, when visited 
by a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, through arrangement with the 
Committee on Public Information, were 
working day and night to bring about 
the defeat of Germany on the _ sea. 
Ready for battle, they are spending the 
waiting period turning out sailor men. 
The fleet, temporarily, is a great 
workshop of war. Already it is turn- 
ing out one of its finished products— 
men who'can fight. They are servinx 
the guns on American armed merchant 
ships. Its other product—men who can 
run the great merchant fleet the United 
States will use to feed the allies—will 
be ready as soon as the ehips. 
Tive-inch guns, the kind principally 
used against submarines, are there bj 
the hundreds. On the decks great t'r- 
rets house long 14-inch and  “*W-inch 
rifles—three or two to a turret. On high 
platforms guns used for defense against 
airplanes point to the sky. Brass is 
always shining, steel is always puvul- 
ished, paint is always new, decks are 
always white with scrubbing. 
The men behind the guns have lost 
shipmates, in the war—they were guns’ 
crews on merchantmen sunk. »y Ger- 
man submarines. And other shipmates 
now are on duty aboard the destroyers 
operating with the British and French 
fleets. The men with the Atlantic fleet 
are working to prepare themselves tv 
avenge the killing of their mates. 

Four Hits at Gun Practice. 
Here’s what happened the vther day. 
A crew was practicing with a five-inch 
gun. A_ bDbluejacket about 17—he still 
had down on his chin—was pointing. 
He grasped handles on a broad brass 
wheel; his eye was steady at a rubber 
cup at the end of a long sight, through 
which he saw the target. His duty *was 


to keep the gun on the target so it 
might be fired any time. 
Around this beardless youth were 


grouped other guns’ crews ready to firs 
when his crew had completed its period. 
The breach snapped open, the load 
was throwr home, the breach was 
hurled back in place and then a buzzer, 
operated from the fire control station, 
sounded; there was a flash, a roar, the 
hiss of a projectile speeding through the 
air and the louder hiss of compressed 
air blowing smoke out of the gun. Miles 
away the projectile struck the tar- 
get. 
“Guess that’s bad,’ said an old man 
o’-waraman looking on admiringly at the 
third shot, as the gun's crew got th 
range and the pillar of white water 
leaped into the air. 
‘“‘How would that do for Fritzy? Sup- 
pose that had been a submarine— 
and”’—— 
The buzzer, the roar of the gun and 
the hiss of air interrupted him. 


“Another hit! Gee whiskers, tnat's 
shooting.”’

aboard the ship were set to work thai 
day, and every other day, in fact, upon 
the loading machines. They consist prin- 
cipally of a breach and block and a slide 
that carries away dummy .- projectiles 
and powder bags. 

Officers witn stop watches in their 
hands set one crew after another to 
work; the idea being to develop extreme 
loading speed by competition. The new- 
est members of the ships’ companics 
work for days at these loading ma- 
chines. The next step in their training 
carries them to the guns. But they are 
not yet ready ‘o fire the regular charges. 
One-pounders, that go off with a sharp 
crack, are lashed on top of the big guns 
and the crews go through all the mo- 
tions of firing, but instead of a big shel!. 
a little one weighing a pound speeds for 
the target when the busser sounds of 
when the turret i roel in charge 
of the bigger rifles yell * 

Inaide of Turret ta pe OS 

After a period of firing with the sub- 
caliber arrangement the crews get down 
to real battie practice. There are few 
busier places than a turret in action, 


a steel roof is just above the heads of 
the gunners. The pointers sit far for- 
ward, underneath the barrels of the 
guns. Little seats like those on a motor 
cycle are there for them and on every 
side are instruments. When the tur- 
ret begins to fire a lift, bearing the 
huge projectile, bangs up from below 
great b of ReRGer “wipe from the 
magazin a fone PPass trough. 


) Biuejack« r into an- 
other lipped into 
position each. The 


projectile, F aimost as large as a man, 
‘meanwhile has been rolled into the 
trough, a long automatic rammer has 
jumped from the rear and shoved it 
into the barrel. The powder bags are 
driven homé, @ man at the breach 
swings a levér, a ton of steel swings up 
with a hiss of compressed air. The 
breech block turns and locks, a buzzer 
sounds, the charge is ignited and with 
a rush of air the guns recoil about a 
yard and then jump back into position. 
There is a loud “swish, swish’’ as the 
guns come back and then go forward. 
Inside the turret not much more than 
that is heard. 

Outside it is much different. There 
is a flash, a roar, a ring of smoke and 
the loud whistle of the projectile rush 
ing through the air. So great is the 
concussion that every man outside has 
cotton or some other substance in his 
ears to save hia ear drums from beire 
broken. 

Fifteen seconds from “commence fir- 
ing’’ to “‘fire’’ is considered pretty good 
time for the big guns in the navy. 
They have new guns’ crews in training 
now who never saw salt water until 
three weeks ago who are doing the 
thing easily in 16 seconds. 

Some nights the ships of the fleet 


cruise in waters near by for night 
battle practice. Other nights they are 
anchored in the base waters, where 


crews are drilled at torpedo defense 
The guns are manned and dummy tor- 
pedoes and submarines are picked up 
by the searchlights and theoretically 
destroyed. 

Submarine’s Narrow Escape, 

The fleet has gained efficiency in tor- 
pedo defense. They tell a story In 
the ward rooms of an American subma 
rine which decided to change Its anchor- 
age without giving notice. Thé fleet ts 
dark after a certain hour at night. Not 
a light shows, but the watch is intense 
ly alert. 

One of the deck officers saw the sub- 
marine outline itself and a gun quick » 
was trained. The submarine was hailed 
but the men on it failed to hear. The 
fact that the submersible was runnins 
behind the patrols was the only thins 
that saved it. A five-inch gun proo- 
ably would have blown it to pieces if 
the maneuver had taken place on the 
other side of the net. Now submarines 
don't move around like that at night. It 
was dangerous business. 


Before the fleet is darkened, the ships 
lying in every direction present an ir- 
spiring spectacle. Lights, as of a city, 
show everywhere. Blinker signals flash 
on and cff—signalling tn the dots and 
dashes of the Morse code. Long fingers 
of white from searchlights shoot up into 
the sky—on and off—on and off—signal- 
ling also with dote and dashes. 

Other eearchlight beams pick up onats 
that approach them, rome tiluminate « 
landing wharf. Away in the distance 
searchiligits of the patrol boats flas.. 
on every now \and then: sweep the wa 
teres to discover that what might have 
been a periscape ‘s only a white cap 
Then they flicker out again. From the 
shore, at night, boats passing anywhere 
in the neighborhood suddenly find them 
selves in the clare of searchilights.

TRANSYLVANIA 
SUNK MAY 4 OFF 
ITALIAN GOAS! 


| Captain, 373 Soldiers and 29 
Army Officers Among Those 
Who Were Lost. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 24.—The British 
transport Transylvania was torpedoed 
in the Mediterranean May 4 with the 


loss of 413 persons. 

The following -official 
was given out today. 

‘*The British transport Transylvania,” 
with troops. aboard, was. torpedoed in 
the Mediterranean on May 4, resulting 
in the following losses: 29 officers 
and 373 of other ranks; also the ship’s 
captain, Lieut. 8, Brenel], and one of- 
ficer and nine men of the crew.’’ 

The Transylvania, Anchor 
steamship of 14,315 tons gross, has been 
in the service of the British Govern- 
ment since May, 1915, when. her s1il- 
ings were canceled. When she was [irst 
taken over by the British Government 
she was engaged in transporting troops 
to Gallipoli. 

The Transylvania “was built in 1914 for 
the Cunard company and later turned 
over to the Anchor line. She was con- 
structed especially for passenger traffic 
between New York and Mediterranean 
ports. She was S48 feet long and had 
accommodations for 480 passengers. Site 
was a sister ship of the Tuscania and 
was one of the finest vessels flying the 
British flag. When she sailed from New 
York, the day the Lusitania was sunk, 
Capt. John Black was in charge of the 
Transy)vania.

Transylvania Was Sunk Off the 
’ French-Italian Coast. 
NEW YORK, May %-—The Anchor 


Line steamship Transylvania was sunk 
in the Mediterranean off the French- 
Italian coast, it was learned here today. 
The survivors—how many it is not 
known here—were taken into Savona, 
Italy, by rescuers. There they remaine4 
until May 12, cared for by the populace 
and administered to by Red Cross au- 
thorities. When they left Savona on 
another vessel for an unnamed destinu- 
tion, a throng of persons assembied at 
the shore and cheered their departure. 

Capt. Brenell, who lives in Scotland, 
commanded the Transylvania when she 
went down. He is one of the oldest cap- 
tains in the Anchor line service. 

The Transylvania's last appearance in 
American waters was on the day when 
the Lusitania was torpedoed—May 7, 
19156. Just as she was about to sail from 
New York with 927 passengers, Capt. 
John Black, then commanding, received 
the information of the Lusitania’s fate. 
The vessel left ostensibly for Liverpool, 
but Capt. Black steered a roundabout 
course and landed his passengers safely 
at Greenock, Scotland. It was genéraiiy 
reported at the time that the Transy!l- 
vania aleo was marked for destruction. 


FRENCH LINER IS 
SUNK; 45 ON. 
BOARD LOST 


PARIS, May 2%-—It is officially an- 
nounced that the French liner Sontay, 
bound for Marseilles from Saloniki with 
344 passengers, was torpedoed April ié 
with a loss of # lives. The steamer 
sank rapidly. in @ heavy sea, but the 
prompt and methodical manner in 
which the small boats were launched 
saved the majority of those on board. 
Capt. Mages went down with the ship. 
The Sontay was @ vessel of TH? tons 
and was built in 1908. She was owned in 
Marseilles.

ITALIAN WAR COMMISSIONERS 
PRESENTED TO THE PRESIDENT 


Visitors Headed by Prince Udine 
Will Be Executive's Guests at 
Dinner Tonight. 

WASHINGTON, May 2%4.—The Italian 
war commissioners, headed by the Prince 
Udine, entered today on the second day 
of their stay here with a busy program, 
the most important feature of which 
was a call of courtesy on President 
Wilson.

the sole factors in whatever optimism 
existed in Austria-Hungary concerning 
the outcome of the European war. 

It was thought that reaching.an un- 
derstanding with Russia would cause 
the entente Governments also to enter 
negotiations for peace, or in the ab- 
sence of such an inclination on their 
part, release the central Power troops 
on the east front for operations against 
the Italians and the allies on the west 
front. This failing; a crop at least as 
good or better than last season's, ap- 
peared to most classes the only cause 
for seeing anything bright in the fu- 
ture. The Government shared this view, 
and this led to several attempts by it 
to give the Russians to understand that 
peace with the central Powers could be 
obtained under conditions considered 
favorable in Berlin and Vienna. 

Lack of Farm Labor. 

Those interested in public sustenance 
matters in Austria-Hungary realize that 
only the very best of seasons could give 
the country a crop as good even as hast 
year’s. It would take the most excep- 
tionally favorable weather to make these 
crops better. ‘ 
Austria-Hungary was before the war 
an exporter of foodstuffs and the area 
of arable land does not enter into the 
question of war crops. For land not cul- 
tivated intensively food production in 
the monarchy has become largely a 
matter of fertilizing. This is especially 
true of Hungary. Farms depending upon 
cultivation -have _fallen . sno:t 
in crop returns principally for the ;e1- 
son that the necessary labor has not 
been available, In Austria this has been 
the principal cause for the recent bad 
crops, though here aiso a shortage in fer- 
tilizers, especially in manure, has oeen 
severely felt. The soil of Central Eurepe 
has been worked so long and persistently 
that only the closest attention in Jer- 
tilization and tilling produce good crona. 
So thorough is this method of farming 
that it will overcome many of the ha«di- 
caps of bad season, producing fair crors 
even when the weather would leave littie 
to a less efficiently organized system of 
farming. 

Soll Reserve Exhausted. 
Though the potash. fertilizers of Ger- 
many are available to Austria-Hungary, 
every demand made by faim land fer- 
tilization is not met by them, for the 
reason that these supply but a part of 
the elements needed to foster a vigorous 
plant life. In the past these elements 
have been provided by stable manure. 
Farming in Austria-Hungary, as in 
(germany, has for the last two years 
taken much more out of the soil than 
it was possible to return to it, the 12- 
sult being that two crops have been 
raised on what may be considered being 
the reserve store of the elements needed 
to produce a crop. With the duration 
of the war the possibilities of keeping 
the soil in good condition have decreased 
constantly, so that today 
land in Central Europe may be con- 
sidered as béing on the.verge of ex- 
haustion. The best of weather this year 
could not produce a good crop, accord- 
ingg to many landowners with whom the 
subject was discussed. 

Parasites Doing Damage. 

The shortage of farm labor aiso argues 
against a good crop this vear. Most 
ef the farming is done by the. women, 
the older children,\men unfit for mili- 
tary service and prisoners of war. Tle 
quality of their labor has been rather 
better than was ®xpected, but it falls 
short by far of what the men in the 
trenches could do. Not alone is the 
plowing and cultivation indifferentiv 
done, out the hands available are in 
many cases unable to cultivate the area 
allotted them. Last year, for instance 
much grain was ruined by being too 


spoiling it. . 


A lack of vitriol, principal ingredient 
in spraying solution used to free crop 
plants from parasites, has also been a 
sérious factor in poor crop returns. In 
many parts it has led to total fallures 
In gotato crops, and many of Austria- 
Hungary's splendid vineyards and or- 
chards have been ruined because vitriol, 
being a copper product, could not be 
obtained. The Austro-Hungarian ‘3)v 
ernment recently encouraged the cor- 
version of poor copper ores fnto vitricl 
by means of a new process, but it was 
considered out of the question that this 
chemical could in that manner be made 
In the needed quantities. In view of the 
fact that the plant parasites are a prob- 
lem in the monarchy even in times of 
peace, when preventives of the natur? 
named are plentiful and cheap, this as- 
pect of the present crop season was 
causing much anxiety 

The crop outlook in Austria-Hungary 
for this year must be looked upon as 
being far from good. It ‘is no worse 
than that of Germany, however. Both 
countries labor under the same disad- 
vantages, to which the present year has 
‘oO far added a lateness in spring plaent- 
neg and sowing. 

Much relief is expected from the parts 
of Rumania occupied by the central

AMSTERDAM, May 2%.--The Socialist 
newspaper Vorwaerts of Berlin says 
that the recent statements of Premier 

- Lvoff and Foreign Minister Tereschtenko 
of Russia, expressing determination to 
continue the war with the country’s 
allies, are a great disappointment to 
those in Germany who expected a sep- 
arate peace quickly with revolutionary 
Russia. The Vorwaerts says Germany's 
policy isnot dictated by the pan-Ger- 
mans, and that the statements of the 

have 
been made had Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg replied fully and satis- 
factorily to the interpellations of the 


Russian Ministers would never 


Social Democrats regarding war aims, 


and said that the desires of Austria 


and Russia were also those of the Ger- 
man Government. It continues: 


“The German people do not in the least 
think of submitting to the domination 


of militarism after the war, and they 
will the lesa think of extending such 
domination over other nations.”’ 

The Kreuz Zeitung considers the stat:- 
ments of the Russian ministers to be 
the first success of British policy in-the 
néw situa‘ion and a demonstration of 
the fact that “politically time is not on 
our side.”’ — 


Cambon Says France’s Anxicty as to 
Russia Is Greatly Diminished. 


PARIS, May 2%.—Jules Cambon, gen- 
eral secretary of the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs, referring to the Russian 
situation in the light of the assurances 
given by the Russian Foreign Minister, 
M. Tereschtenko, which were read in 

‘part in the Chamber of Deputies Tues- 
ay by Premier Ribot, said yesterday: 
“The dispatch is notable for the enthu- 
siagm with which it foresees Russia‘s 
immediate resumption of military activi- 
ties and her pursuit of the war until 
Germany is completely defeated. There 
were fears that the revolutionary ele- 
ment, under German influence, might 
get the upper hand and seek to make 
Russia arrange a separate peace and 

disown the alliance. 

“Fortunately, however, this has come 
to naught, as M. Tereschtenko has in- 
dicated that Russia, while repudiating 
the traditional policy of ePter the Great 
and of the Empress Catherine for un- 
limited conquest, conceives that a vic- 
tory of the Liberalists in Russia is pos- 
sible only by a complete victory er 
Germany. All our anxieties on ena] ub- 
ject, therefore, are greatly diminished, 
if not wholly removed.” 


Lord Robert Cecil Says Brftish and 
Russian War Aims Harmonize. 
LONDON, May 2%.—Replying in the 
House of Commons yesterday to criti- 
cisms from Russia of his speech on tne 
war aims of Great Britain, deliv- 
ered May 16, Lord Robert Cecil, Minis- 
ter of Blockade, said they were base 
on an entire misconception of what lhe 

said, 

_ “T lald stress,"’ he explained, ‘‘on tho 
fact that our aims and aspirations were 
dictated solely by our declaration to se- 
cure peace founded on national liberty 
and international amity, and that all 
imperialistic aims based on force of 
conquest were completely absent from 
our purposes. The most recent declara- 
tion of the reconstituted Government of 
Rusgela is in complete harmony with 
this policy.”

Thereafter they 
will have to be content with the thick 
paper. The publishers think that if the 
publication is to be continued, and they 
are compelled to issue it on thick pa- 
per, it is a question whether it can be 
made a commercial success, in view of 
the preference for the India paper vol- 
umes.

HOW OFFICERS 
“WERE MADE FO 
ENGLISH. ARMIES 


“Dugout’’ Colonels and Ser- 
geants Gave Civilians First 
Lessons in Drilling. 


IN SCHOOL SIX WEEKS 
Makeshift System Was Succéss 
But Has Been Replaced by 
Efficient Machine. 


LONDON, May 24.—When Great Brit- 
ain realized that she had to raise an 


army of millions of men the most seri- 
ous problem that came up for solution 
was the question of officers. She had 
the men, but the officers had to be de- 
veloped. That the problem was solved, 
and successfully, is proved by the high 
standard of the young officers of the 
new armies. How this was accomplished 
is especially interesting to America, 
where officers are required to lead the 
great army to be raised by draft. 

The only difference in the situation ts 
that England had to train her efficers 
in a greater hurry, as the French were 
hard pressed and she did not have ths 
time that America will have to develop 
the applicants for commissions. 

Regular Army Destroyed. 

Great Britain had a small but well 
trained regular army officered by men 
who had been trained in many small 
wars. As a reserve she had a small 
territorial militia not ready to take the 
field until its training had been supple- 
mented. Behind these was the great 
unorganized reserve of men of military 
age. 

When the war began England was 

forced to throw virtually all of the reg- 
ular army Into France and the great 
part of it was destroyed in the endeaveur 
to halt the Germans in their march 
through Belgium to Paris. That was 
the situation faced when the call was 
made for the new armies. 
Speed was everything and not much 
attention was paid to the selection of 
applicants for officers. Almost any boy. 
who had a fair education and could get 
an introduction to the War Office go: 
a commission. A great many got in whu 
had to be weeded out afterward, but the 
percentage was small. The school and 
college cadet corps supplied many offi- 
cers, but the number was not sufficient. 
Then came the youth of the aristocracy, 
followed by. the young men of the mid- 
dle classes, boys from the banks, of- 
fices, commercial houses and the sons 
of farmers. They received their com- 
missions and were sent to their battal- 
ions, which in most cases were mere 
mobs of men who knew no more of mil- 
itary affairs than the newly arrived of- 
ficers. 

“Dugeuts” Give First Lessons. 

Officers, both commissioned and non- 
commissioned, who had long been re- 
tired, were called into the service by 
the Government. These officers were 
called ‘“‘dugouts.’’ The Colonels and 
Majors directed the organization of the 
battalion and inspired the young offi- 
cers with the traditions of the regiment. 
Then it was the ‘“‘dugout’’ Sergeants 
who gave the young officers the first 
lessons in drilling. .sut from neither 
the ‘‘dugout”’ Colonel nor the Sergeant 
could they learn the science of modern 
warfare. 
When the young men had learned to 
drill they were sent to the military 
academies, the staff rollege at Canter- 
bury, the artillery and engineering 
school at Woolwich and the cavalry 
school at Sandhurst. Before the war the 
courses In these schools required three 
years, but the war had speeded it up to 
six weeks. When he entered one vf 
these schools the young officer spent 16 
hours a day learning the war game. 
Specialist officers watched the young 
men closely and men who showed spe- 
cial promise for various branches wee 
selected for those services. 3 

Join Troops in Six Weeks. 

At the end of six weeks the young of- 
ficers went to their troops and that tl:e 
training Was a success is demonstrated 
by the high efficiency of the present 
British armies at the front. When the 
first armies were supplied with officers 
the War Department tightened the regu- 
lations and the makeshift system was 
replaced by a scientific machine for 
developing officers. 

Today it is impossible to obtain a com- 
mission untess one has had service in the 
ranks. The Colonel picks a man who 
appeara_to have the making of an of- 
ficer in him and he is transferred to the 
training corps. Here he does the work of 
a private and studies hard. If he paares 
the tests he receives his commission 
and then is sent to a series of technical 
schools of muskerty, machine guns, 
Bombs and so on which are conducted 
by men who have had aé¢tual experi- 
ence in the new methods of warfare. 
The result is that the young man at the 
end of six months is a well-trained of- 
ficer.

ever, when Burnside, with undimin- 
ished zeal, summarily suppressed the 
Chicago Times, the President prompt- 
ly revoked the order. 

There were occasions, naturally 
enough, when even Mr. Lincoln's great 
patience gave way, and he himself ap- 
plied directly the full force of his abso- 
lute power. A conspicuous instance was 
In the tense days of May, 1864, when 
Grant's drive against Lee was showing 
losses appallingly disproportionate to tts 
progress. In a sordid scheme to get 
profit by a shock to the stock market a 
forged call for more troops was foisted 
upon two New York papers, the World 
and the Journal of Commerce. As these 
were Democratic papers, it was assumed 
by the administration that the publica- 


tion was a deliberate attempt to make 
capital for their party, and accordingly 
Lincoln immediately ordered the 


‘ 
| commander at Governor’s Island to seize 


the editors and try them by military 
cmmission on e charge of treason- 
ably giving aid and comfort to the 
rebels. The offices of the papers were 
held by soldiers for several days. Eve: 
when it became clear that the papers 
had been sinned against rather than sin- 
ning, neither the pynishment of the 
forger (who proved.to be a young jour- 
nalist with influential Republican 
friends) nor the reparation to the editors 
was impressively just. 


Law Silent Before Military. 
These two conspicuous episodes, 


like hundreds of minor cases through- 
Out the country, exhibited the pres- 
idential power quite irrespective of 
what was conferred by legislation. 
Congress indeed enacted, as its suc- 
cesor is trying to enact today, stat- 
utes intended to regulate and in a 
measurf restrict the exercise of the 
executive’s war power. Their ‘effect 
on the policy of the Government was 
negligible, so long as hostilities 
lasted. A year after the fall of the 
Confederacy, however, they served 
to save from the gallows several 
citizens under sentence of death by 
military commission in Indiana, and 
enabled the Supreme Court of the 
United States to announce the opin- 
ion that such commissions were un- 
lawful save where the regular civil 
tribunals were prevented from acting 
by the actual presence of contending 
armies. 

The judgment of the court in this 
famous case (Ex parte Milligan) im- 
plied that much of President Lin- 
coln’s procedure had been uncon- 
Stitutional. Applied in our conflict 
with Germany, it would mean that 
Mr. Wilson can use the full powers 
of a commander in chief—that is, ap- 
ply martial law— in the United States 
only in case a German army or in- 
Surgent force occupies part of its 
territory. It will be a ecredulous 
soul, however, who will expect prac- 
tice to be guided by this logic 
Supreme Court decisions are no less 
silent than other law in the presence 
of arms. When two or three millions 
of our citizens are constituted an 
army, the will of its supreme com- 
mander will be in fact our law until 
the mission of that army is accom- 
plished. Often we shall doubtless 
suspect motives, question his judg- 
ment, resent his methods; but on 
penalty of losing civilization itself by 
the triumph of our enemies, his com- 
mands we must obey.

St. Louisans Have Suggested About Every Means 
of Capture Except Putting Sait on 


Their 


Tails. 


Catching submarines is the favorite Louis inventors are not behind those of 


spring sport of many St. Louis inven- 
tors. Already hundreds of German un- 


der-sea boats have been destroyed—on 
paper—and practically every means of 
capturing them has been suggested with 
the possible exception of putting salt on 
their talls. 

Patent attorneys, engineers, draftsmen 
and model makers are working over- 
time @n ideas, plans and specifications 
which St. Louisans desire to submit to 
the National Council of Defense. Each 
inventor feels quite sure that when Mr. 
Edison sees his particular device he will 
throw up ‘his hands and say: “By 
crickety! The very thing we've been 
looking for.’’ 

When the St. Louis ideas are put in 
practice—if ever—the lucklesas submaiine 
will be a goner. It will be sneaked up 
on, swooped down on, undermined, ovecr- 
hauled, tackled, rushed, flanked, en- 
filaded, caught in a run-up, called out 
on strikes, beaned, hammer-locked, nalf- 
nelsoned, roped, hog-tied and branded. 


Cover Wide Field. 
The inventions cover Tone broad and 


fertile fields of hydro-dynamics, aeroa- 
tatics, electro-magnetism, ballistics, 
chemistry, physics, compressed air and 
hot air. 

F. W. L. Peebles. an engineer in tne 
Title Guaranty Trust Building, adver, 
tised that he would charge only one- 
half his usual fee for preparing plans 
and designs for inventors of submarine- 
destroying devices. There was an in- 
stant response, and he already has sent 
one complete set of drawings to the 
National Council for Defense, and is 
working on several others. 

In each instance Pecbles exacts a 
promise from the inventor that he will 
donate his invention to the Govern- 
ment. He also agrees that if the de- 
vice is accepted and put in use by the 
Government he will make no charge 
for his work. This, he says, is his 
way of “doing his bit.” He formerly 
was a professor of mathematics and 
an assistant astronomer at St. Louis 
University. 

The inventive thought of the nation 
is centered on the problem of render- 
Ing the German submarines ineffective 
or destroying them,” Peebles said.

Would Use Airplane. 

Peebles said he was not at liberty to 
give the details of the design which he 
already has forwarded to Washington, 
but that it involved the use of an aero- 
plane or dirgible balloon which when 
flying at a height of 3000 feet could di- 
rect a torpedo at the water level. The 
torpedo, he said, could be discharged at 
will when it was near or actually touch- 
ing a submarine. The nature of this 
control is the secret which cannot be 
divulged at this time. 

Another St. Louisan, Peebles says, haa 
a plan for a “sea tank” which he be- 
Heves would be as formidable as the 
land ‘“‘tanks’’ so successfully used by the 
British on the Western front. 

‘Tl am at liberty only to say that the 
‘‘sea tank’’ will be spherical and sub- 
mersible. One of its principal merits 
will be its invisibility. The inventor says 
it would be impossible for a submarine 
or ship to detect.its presence and he is 
confident that it could go: through the 
German forbidden zonevrand reach the 
very mouth of the Kiel canal and do 
great damage there. It would have a 
crew of five or six men and have an 
offensive equipment of at least six tor- 
pedoes.”’ 


A third plan on which Peebles is 


working for a client is that of a ‘“float-: 


ing arsenal.’’ With this device the in- 
ventor believes he could destroy a sub- 
marine when it was submerged at a 
considerable ygepth. . The floating arse- 
nal would be a flat-bottomed, self-pro- 
pelled boat, which would offer very lit- 
tle target surface to a submarine. Its 
distinguishing feature would be a fight- 
ing top of considerable height froin 
which guns or aerial torpedoes could be 
discharged, the theury being that from 
a height of 100 or 150 feet the gunners 
could see a submarine under water. 


TRAINNG CAMP 
FOR NEGROES I 
MISSOUR) LIKELY 


Estimated That About 50,000 
Will Be Included: in. First 
Draft. 


A camp in Missouri for the training of 
negroes drafted as soldiers next month 
under the selective conscription act is 
considered likely by United States army 
officers in St. Louis. 

Negro voters are between one-four- 
teenth and one-fifteenth of. the rezgis- 
tered voters of the city, according to 
the Election Board’s figures. As it has 
been estimated, St. Louis will furnish 
4200 soldiers on the first draft, this ra- 
tio would mean that about 300 of them 
would be negroes. 

The negro population of the United 
States, according to the 1910 census, wa3 
9,828,294, or 10.7 per cent of the entire 
population in that year. This percent- 
age would indicate that, of the first 
draft of 500,000 men, the negroes wou'd 
furnish 60,000. An army pra con- 
tains 30,000 to 35,000 men. ~ 
Negroes Ready to Seek Commissions, 

Plans for a training camp for negro 
officers at Fort des Moines, Io., were 
announced in a dispatch from Washing- 
ton a few days ago. ‘The capacity of 
this camp will be 1200, and of this 


number 250 witl be taken from the ranks 
of negro regiments in the regular army, 


the others being selected from negru 
national. guard. regiments and from 
among the graduates of tnstitutions for 
negroes. 

Several negroes who have called Ax 
the local army recruiting office. to in- 
quire about getting into the officers’ 
camp have been told that no officia! 
announcement has been received here, 
and have been advised to wait for fur- 
ther information. 

The registration bianks, to be made. 
out June 5, will have the lower left-end 
corner detachable, to be torn off in case 
the person named in the blank is a ne- 
gro. This is for convenience of the 
registrars, and indicates that the negro 
enrollment is to be handled separately.

Styles in ° 


HE ever popular sweater is even more 
more 2 favorite just now than ever. 
And as for color, it out-rivals even 
the millinery, whichissaying a great 
deal. If you were to visit the work@hop of 
some manufacturer of these garments 
in either silk or wool, you would be 
amazed at the length and variety of his 
sample color strips. It would seem 
that the most exacting seeker for any 
particular shade must be satisfied. 

As for style, there is plenty of va- 
riety in that as well. “To be sure, the 
coat sweater leads; that is readily un- 
derstood, because it is so much easier 
to don than the _ slip-over garment. 
However, the middy sweater, as it is 
called this season, bids fair to ap- 
proprite a large portion of popular ap- 
proval, 

One popular one is of bright’ can- 
eary-yellow wool, in what is known as 
the Shetland stitch. It has a plain V 
neck, large enough to allow it to be 
slipped on over the head with ease. 
The neck is finished off with a plain, 
flat knitted band and the collar of the 
blouse shows up above it. The lower 
edge of the sweater and the cuffs are 
of the same wool, but knitted in a 
heavy, ribbed stitch. 

The sash is finished with tassels of 
the yellow wool at the end. If the 
girl who had her picture drawn wear- 
ing this sweater had only known it, 
she might have tied that sash 
much me@re unusual and attractive 
Way. 

Instead of knotting it in front, she 
might have crossed it there and drawn 
the tassel ends back through the loops 
under the arms and let an end hang 
down at each side. 


That is by far the latest thing in sash 
management and it looks very well. 
This model is made in all colors, light 
green and dark. The bright emerald 
green is exceedingly smart. A Panama 
hat, or any kind of a sport straw, 
would become a good accessory if it 
were trimmed with a worsted band to 
match the sweater, or if it had some 
odd design embroidered right on thé 
straw in wool. Or, if preferred, it 
might have a heavy ribbon band to 
match. 

A goodly number of the sweaters 
sold in the United States are imported 
from Europe, particularly from Scot- 
land, England and Switzerland, ac- 
cording to the buyer for one of St. 
Louis largest stores. 

However, the American product ¢om- 
pares most favorably with the foreign. 
In fact, the domestic silk sweaters seem 
to be more popular than the imported 
ones, for, although American silks may 
not perhaps have all the good wearing 
qualities of the others, they show more 
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variety of design. Moreover, excellent} 
wool is to be had in America. 

Those middy sweaters are of domestic 
manufacture; so are others of an all- 
wool lightweight heather mixture, which 
are just the things for cool evenings in 
camp. Others of alpaca wool put 
through the brushing machine are of- 
fered for wear in the mountains and at 
the seashore. These come in beautiful 
colorings; one of tawny brown, with 
trimmings of heather gray and white 
pearl huttons, is among the new models. 

The veiling sweater is perhaps the 
latest arrival in this line. It is of t 
finest, sheerest Angora wool, and, were 
it not for the buttons, could be drawn 
through a finger ring. It comes from 
Scotland, in lovely colors, and is pretty 
over a white gown. 

England contributes a traveling) 
sweater; a comfortable, long, warm gar-’ 
ment of fuzzy cashmere wool, which) 
may be fastened ‘up closely about the 
neck if desired. , | 

A reversible sweater coat is cut on: 
long, slender lines, and is completely’ 
finished on both sides, even to buttons, 
loops and such things. Thus it may be 
a pink fiber affair, with collar and cuffs 
of taupe jersey cloth, or it may be a 
taupe jersey sweater, with trimmings of 
pink fiber. The sash is of the pink fiber, 
whichever way it is worn. This comes 
in other color combinations as well. 

Fiber sweaters are well liked, and 
they wear better than silk, so this buyer 
remarked. Some of them have a fine 
wool lining, resembling the _ veiling 
sweaters. This fiber has a wonderful 
‘gloss, but not a thread of silk; it is real- 
ly wool, and the best in the world, so 
it is said, comes from England. Some 
of it is as delicate and fine as gossamer, 
and the colorings are beautiful. It 
comes in attractive weaves as well; a 
sort of irregular checkerboard, all in 
the one color, is pretty. One interest- 
ing garment made of this fabric is of 
navy blue and white tn half-inch checks, 
with collar, cuffs and belt of plain blue. 

Among the silk sweaters, one from 
Scotland/is of pale blue silk, with cuffs, 
collar, sash and border of Roman 
striped silk in pastel shades, the stripes 
being about half an Inch wide. 

Among the made-in-America sweaters 
are a number knitted of wool in Shet- 
land stitch, with deep sailor collar and 
cuffs of real Angora wool; one in lav- 
ender, with taupe trimmings, ts particu- 
larly attractive. 

Apparently, there are sweaters for 
every conceivable occasion, thin ones 
and thick ones, from the warmest wool 
to the filmiest silk or fiber, and as for
